THE CONFLAGRATION AT COLON. 


Three-Fourth!) of the Cltr Wiped Out, 


Causing a LOM ol *2.OOO,OOO. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8.-With the arrival 


of tho Pacific mail steamer Newport from 
Colon have come full particulars of the 
fire which wiped out three-fourths of tbe 
city ten days ago at a monetary loss of 
nearly $2,000.000. Colon is the Atlantic 
terminus of the Panama railroad, and 
was therefore the great receiving station 
for men and materials of the Panama 
canal. In 1885 the city was totally de- 
stroyed by revolution's, at a loss of (3,- 
500,000. But the Panama canal scheme 
was then alive, and n new city arose from 
the ruins. The town' was almost alto- 
gether built of wood, most of the bouses 
being low square frame stores and dwell- 
lings. As soon as the .ire reached Front 
street there was a curious sight. This 
street was paved with boards, covered 
with tar to prevent their sinking into the 
soft and swampy ground beneath. As 
soon as this curious pavement caught fire 
the Oames ran the length of the street, 
changing it literally '.nto a river of fire. 
The houses on either side were immedi- 
ately licked up.
